According  to  bhe  "Stormt'r.ooper 1 s Manual",  an 
official  publication  of  the  ANP-  the  phases  of  ANP  struggle 
for  power  are  fourfold,  namely,  first  "to  make  ourselves 
known  to  the  masses" j second,  "the  dissemination  of  our 
program  and  truth  about  the  Party" 3 third,  "organizing 
the  people  who  have  been  converted  to  our  propaganda  j 
and  fourth,  "the  attainment  of  power  through  the  votes 
of  the  newly-won  masses." 

On  August  19,  1966,  the  source  advised  that 
George  Lincoln  Rockwell  presently  believes  that  he  has 
completed  the  first  two  phases  in  his  struggle  for  power 
and  is.  well  into  the.  third  stage,  to  wit,  "the  organizing 
of  the  people  who  have  been  converted  to  our  propaganda  . 
The  source  added  that  Rockwell  had  previously  believed 
that  he  would  be  elected  Governor  of  Virginia  in  November, 
1965,  and  when  defeated,  he  made  the  statement  that  he 
was  not  ready  for  stage  four.
